try and includes $5,300,000,000 as the 
first-year cost of the “Marshall | 
Plan” for European recovery, 


MILITARY AID 
It also includes $425,000,000 in 
outright military aid—$275,000,000 
for Greece znd Turkey and $150,- 
000,000 for China. China gets an- 
other $420,000,000 in economic aid. 
Besides the military and eco- 
nomic aid provisions, the bill in- | 
cludes $60,000,000 for the United 
Nations Children’s Fund. 
Yesterday's vote came just two 
weeks after President Truman's 
appeal to a joint session of con- 
gress for speedy adoption of the 
European Recovery Program as 
one of three roadblocks to Com- 
munist expansion. The other 
Steps he asked were universal 
military training and the draft.

The urge to fly still lingers in 
the heart of one former RCAF 
pilot, even though he has an ar- 
tificial 1eg. 

Bob Comeau, ex-Spitfire fighter 
pilot, was shot down over Ger- 
many in November of 1944 and 
later lost his right leg. But he 
still flies. 

Employed as a casualty rehabil- 
itation officer at the Edmonton 
DVA office, Bob still yearns to 
glide across the skies at the con- 
trols of an aircraft. 

“I wanted to join 418 Auxiliary 
Squadron in Edmonton here, but 
they turned me down,” he said. 

Only type of plane he is au- 
thorized to fly at present is the 
Ercoupe, which has only one foot 
pedal. All other controls are 
handled with the hands. 

He sees little hope of a career 
as a civilian pilot, “unless they re- 
lax the regulations.” 

Bob has been flying from time 
to time since his discharge, but 
never took out his private pilot's 
license until last December. 

Bob was born in Moncton, New 
Brunswick and received his edu- 
cation there. He attended St. 
Joseph's University. 

He joined the RCAF in 1939 
and after graduating as a pilot,

Guiseppe di Vittorio, Communist 
president of Italy's 6,000,000-mem- 
ber general labor confederation, 
announced in Palermo, Sicily, the 
organization’s executive committee 
would call the strike if police fail 
to find a missing Sicilian 
leader by April 8. 

If the strike is called April 
di Vittorio said, it will be of one 
hour's duration that day and wili 
be increased by one hour each day 
until the labor leader's disappear- 
ance is solved.

One exception was made, how- 
ever. Public service workers will 
strike for only 15 minutes the first 
day.
